Republicans and 


Communists in Battle at Celebration 
to Honor Constitution 


BERLIN, Aug. 11. (#)—Many persons were injured and taken to hos- 
pitals tonight when Republicans and Communists clashed after a torchlight 
procession by the Republicans in honor of the seventh anniversary of the 
adoption of the Republican constitution. It was necessary to call out a 
strong force of police before order was restored. 


All Germany today observed th 
anniversary. 

Chancellor Marx, speaking at spe- 
clal exercises in the Reichstag, said

the Weimar republican constitution. 


The Chancellor led the cheers for 
“the beloved German fatherland and 
the German nation united in a re- 
public. 


President Von Hindenburg post- 
poned his summer vacation in order 
to attend today's ceremony to show 
his loyalty to the republican consti- 
tuticn. The Monarchist Premier of 
Bavaria and the Nationalist Premier 
ef Thuringia. however, announced 
that they would not be present at the 
exercises in their respective States.

During the day, patriotic pro- 
gtams were held in all the schools 
in Berlin and republican banners and 
the republican flag was dispiayed on 
all public buildings.

Addresses Women's Meeting 
: in San Francisco 


Outlines Struggle to Kee 
Taxation Down 


Says Politicians, Not School 
System, Neglected 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 11. (Exclu- 
sive)—-Gov. Richardson, speaking be- 
fore a luncheon of approximateiy 500 
women of San Francisco and the 
Bay Cities at the Hotel Whitcomb 
today, reviewed the accomplishments 
his administration and reiterated 
his support of adequate appropria- 
tions for the humane, charitable and 
educational institutions of Califor- 
nia.

“Jazz music almost put out 
of existence one of the most 
scientific and critical of mod- 
ern professions,” said the 
speaker. “It is dificult to say 
whether jazz originated from 
untuned pianos or untuned 
pianos were the result of jazz. 
But undoubtedly there is & 
close connection. Where 
called musical structure is 
based entirely on dissonance 
and where cacophonies are in- 
troduced on purpose, the mere 
accidental noises of a tin-pan 
piano are not noticeable. The 
unfortunate result of this has 
been the miseducation of the 
human ear.

“Dog meat” on Jockey Row in this 
city was a drug on the market when 
last they were offered there—court 
day, when every imaginable price 
of live or dead stock was put up for 
auction. The animals, days of use- 
fulness gone, with thin flanks and 
ribs so plain in some cases they 
Might rattle if a stick were drawn 
sharply across them, were slow 
movers at $2 to 65 a head. It is 
hot weather and they could not be 
used to advantage in the enter- 
prise that has sprung up in Madi- 
son county, home of noted fox 
hounds in the last five years. 

It is mot generally known that 
during November, December and 
January when the weather is cbid 
that the sale of worthless horses 
1 brisk. They are picked. up on 
Jocky Row—as the place of offering 
for “plug” horses is called—at from 
50 cents to $2.50 each by owners 
of dog kennels in the county. One 
fox hound owner purchased from 


twenty-five to thirty of these ani- 


‘mals during the winter 


and feeds 
his dogs on what is left of the horses | 


after they are slaughtered and the 
hide is removed. Other dog fan- 
ciers are and have been using worn 
out horses for dog meat in propor- 
tion to the size of kennels for years. 
The hide of the horses is general- 
ly sold for enough to offset the pur- 
chase price. 

At the August September 
Jockey Row sales, the ancient nags 
which still have enough teeth to 
put on flesh during the fall months 
sometimes bring as much as 810 or 
$15 if looras-if they will survive until 
cold weather arrives... Failing 
“swap” or trade, with other owners 
of Uke steeds, they can always be 
turned over to kennel owners in the 
colder months. He is out of luck 
if his offering is minus teeth. Horse 
traders’ wiles and tricks cannot con- 
ceal the absence of teeth and the 


CHEAP MEAT 
Horse meat is the cheapest that 
can be for dog kennels 
and the fox hound and bird dogs 
seem to thrive on it. While some 
persons may see room for criticism 


of this method of disposing of old 
and useless horses, such action is

The meeting, which was con- 
ducted in the ballroom of the Bryson 
Apartments, also pledged more than 
$1000 toward counsel fees for the 
in- estigation. 

The association, it was brought out 
at the meeting, charges that the om- 
cers of the club, of which Dr. H. Clif- 
ford Loos is president, were not prop- 
erly elected and that the club is 
being administered, together with its 
finances, by men appointed by Harter 
and Harter, the holding company 
which financed the building of the 
club I: was further charged that the 
holding company is using the interest 
from more than $830,000. obtained by 
the sale of memberships, when this 
money should be used for the club 
and would be sufficient to pay the 
club rental of $50,000 a year. 

It was indicated that the associa- 
tion seeks to obtain control of the 
club and its administration, and to 
elect officers from the membership 
and by vote. of the members. The as- 
sociation also seeks to determine who 
owns the land on which the club 
was built and to obtain a complete 
audit of the club's books. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Willedad Andrews, a local attorney, 
and Fred Le Blond, vice-president of 
the Liberty National Bank of Bev- 
erly Hills, was. named treasurer for 
the association committee. 

Dr. Loos last night said the club 
is making excellent progress and is 
in good financial condition. He de- 
clared hat the officers were legally 
elected by the outgoing board p 
to the opening of the club in April, 
and that the books of the organiza- 
tion are always open to inspection. 
Charges made at the meeting last 
night that the memberships in the 
club were sold as low as $100 each 
were denied by Dr. Loos. 

‘The Club Casa Del Mar was or- 
ganized in June, 1924, and was 
opened last April. It has a member- 
ship of approximately 3300 persons 
and boasts a club dul repre- 
senting an investment of 1.780 900.

Detroit is expending $113,000,000 to 
improve traffic conditions in that city. The 
Michigan metropolis is growing apace. It 
had a population of 285,000 in 1900 and 
1,242,000 in 1925. Enthusiastic residents 
say their city is growing at the rate of 100. 
000 a year. Los Angeles will feel no 
qualms of jealousy in contemplating this 
extraordinary growth, for hers has been 
even greater, but perhaps Los Angeles can 
learn something from the example of De- 
troit, which has tackled the problem of trat- 
fic congestion so valiantly and at such enor- 
mous cost. .

The traffic 
is more confined, and it may be some years 
before we shall have quite so serious a 
problem of how to prevent street-jamming, 
though it is bound to come in time. | 
Woodward avenue is Detroit’s main ar- 
tery. Along that street a score of skyscrap- 
ers have been condemned, with other build- 
ings, the total cost of the improvement to 
Be $73,000,000. This will create a boule- 
vard eight miles long and 120 feet wide, 
leading from the center of the city. Other 
important streets in the downtown district 
are to be widened at a cost of $40,000,000. 
For the purpose of making it eighty feet 
in width a street straight across town was 
condemned recently, but before the work 
was begun the plans were altered so as to

What has been set forth by 
history as to the generous spirit of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, particularly as displayed in 
his pleas for moderation in the treatment 
of the defeated South by the Federal gov- 
ernment after the close of the Civil War.

also amplification by the report of the 
Great Emancipator’s sentiments privately 
expressed to his son. 8 

Robert Todd Lincoln, who was on Gen. 
Grant's staff at the time of Lee's surren- 
der, was the first eyewitness to relate to 
his father the story of the pursuit and cap- 
ture of Lee's army. Robert tells of this 
in a letter to a friend He saw Lee, 
dressed in spotless new uniform, enter the 
McLean house to surrender to Grant and 
saw the great southern soldier emerge, still 
wearing his sword through the magnanimity 
of Grant. It was proof of Abraham Lin- | 
coln's own magnanimity that he delighted | 
in that of Grant. | 

In all his term of office Lincoln showed 
the same generous spirit. To his most 
powerful rival, Salmon B. Chase, he gave 
the greatest place a President has to be- 
stow, that of Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court. 

“To be magnanimous,” says Ruskin, is, 
indeed, to be great in life; to become this 
increasingly is to advance in life.” We 
are prone to think of Alexander and Caesar 
as great men, but here was an essential | 
element of greatness they and other an- 
cient rulers did not possess. They were | 
cruel and vengeful to defeated foemen. In 
the Middle Ages and later the leaders of | 
rebellions, as well as other foemen, when | 
captured were nearly always put to death, | 
which was sometimes preceded by terrible 
torture. 


Elizabeth, though a woman, with a wom- 
an's heart, showed no mercy to Mary, 
Queen of Scots. Ranting Richard III took 
vindictive delight in crying, “Off with his 
head! So much for Buckingham!” Even 
Cromwell, the great Puritan leader, “mighty 
of heart and mighty of mind.“ did not have 
that spirit of clemency which would have 
prompted him to spare the life of an enemy 
chieftain capthred in battle. Though badly 
wounded, the Earl of Derby “laid down his 
head at Bolton, where once he had carried 
it so high,” as Carlyle tells the story.

Saving of $25,957.52 for 
City Reported

Some 200 or more opening, widening and paving 
projects, all directly and closely linked with the Major 

Traffic Street plan, are well under way, the report re- 
vealed. Additional projects are being pushed vigorously 
and major advances are shown in the work of pushing 
through the most essential phases of the general plan. 

In making the survey, the commission took cognizance 
of only those projects that would be considered of more 
than local benefit but the report shows that there is scarce- 
ly a square mile in the city where an important highway 
plan has not been projected and advanced by official ac- 
tion.

A veritable network of arterial thoroughfares, most 
of them leading directly to the downtown district, is en- 
visaged in plans now being prepared by the City Engineer- 
ing Department. Streets now little more than alleys, the 
report says, are being widened to 100 feet. Other im- 
portant thoroughfares little used because of uneven road- 
ways are being paved and entirely new streets are being 
opened and developed. 

Through the major highways committee of the Traffic 
Commission, David R. Faries, legal counsel, has aided city 
officials in solving problems arising in the carrying out 
of undertakings of such magnitude. 

„While there are still many streets under the Major 
Traffic Street plan which must be opened and widened 

to co-ordinate the entire program,” Mr. Faries said, the 
progress up to the present time has been most encouraging.

THE PUBLIC 


AND THE 


Aimee Semple McPherson and her 
troubles are still of paramount in- 
terest to the public. Despite the 
slow death of the investigation, a 
large number of Ietters continue to 
reach The Times dally. The old 


question of Mrs. MaPherson’s tale of 
kidnaping is being fargotten, however, 
and many of the writers now are 
turning their attention to discussions 
of the grand jury's activities and to 
comments on the operation of An- 
gelus Temple. 

“It seems to me this grand jury is 
a big joke, and also that it is func- 
tioning in a queer indeed.“ de- 
clares E. 8. Collins. At one time 
we hear that tne Diatrict Attorney 
has incriminating evidence; that the 
handwriting is so clear and positive 
that an expert is not needed; wit- 
nesses are being subpoenaed, etc. Next 
the District Attorney has a conference 
with Mrs. McPherson's attorneys with 
the result that no subpoenas are 
served. 

“Judge Keetch orders secrecy; and 
noone 2 of it follows to permit some- 
one 
slips, the best evidence in the case. 

“This investigation is becoming a 
big joke throughout. It looks to me 
as though we need a new District 
Attorney, a few new judges and a 
new grand 

C. E. Sackett, 8 from the val 
De Mar Hotel, believes that “the 
show-down needed in the McPherson 
case is on the question whether there 
is any legality’ at all in the grand 
jury investigation. 

“It was asserted that the purpose 
was tc indict the supposed abductors 
provided sufficient evidence was pro- 
duced,” he adds. But the author- 
ities knew just what evidence Mrs. 
McPherson had to offer. They must 
have known, therefore, in advance 
that no indictments would be re- 
turned. The general public, so far 
as I have been able to 2 has 
from the start looked on the grand 
jury investigation as a move, not 
against the abductors, but against 
Mrs. McPherson, an effort to dis- 
credit her. And, strange to say, the 
public imagines that such a move is 
legal and proper.” 

A bouquet is tossed to The Times 
by Jackson J. Parks of 509 Taft 
Building, Hollywood, as follows: 

“Thank God for the Los Angeles 
Times! With every other newspaper 
in Los Angeles bowing to the intimi- 
dation of fanaticism, The Times dis- 
plays the intestinal stamina to go 
ahead trying to pry the cover off the 
McPherson case. 

“This case is a challenge to real 
newspapers. No newspaper is going 
to lie down on it while it is still a 
mystery.

While he believes “the public is 
satiated with McPherson news,” P. 8. 
Stover of 300 North Palm Drive, Bev- 
erly Hills, also is convinced the in- 
vestigation should tomtinue: 

“The Carmel evidence has put @ 
new aspect on the case,” he writes, 
“and it seems now that the logical 
thing for us to do is to withhold our 
judgment until the grand jury fin- 
ishes.

CTION to control installment 
overbuying and  overselling 
was taken by the department 
store group of the convention of the 
Retail Credit Men's National Associa- 
tion at ita afvernoon session at the 


Ambassador yesterday through the 
appointment of-a ommittee to draft 
a resolution to outline control of in- 
stallment merchandise sales, which 
will be submitted to the general con- 
vention for its approval at the clos- 
ing session tomorrow. 

This decision came after a dis- 
cussion of the installment sales prob- 
lem by the department store group in 
a conference lasting almost all after- 
noon, This problem is the outstanding 
one under consideration by the con- 
vention and virtually the entire day 
will be devoted to its discussion today 
at a general assembly of all the dele- 
gates, Yesterday's session divided into 
ten group conferences, each represent- 
ing a different line of business and 
each discussing the problems peculiar 
to its particular line, no as- 
sembly eing had. 

The department store group, 
was the largest, finished its discus- 
sion of various technical matters per- 
taining to the operation of depart- 
ment stores early in the afternoon 
and then took up the subject of m- 
stallment sales during the discussion 
of which it was revealed that in the 
opinion of the 200 or more credit 
managers present retail credits at this 
time are o nthe verge of creating a 
demoralization in business unless 
properly controlled. 

In seeking to assign a cause for the 
‘excessive spread of installment sell- 
ing, several delegates expressed the 
opinion that the automobile is mainly 
responsible for this condition because 
it has unduly popularized the idea cf 
buying on the installment plan 
things that the public wants and 
that this development has in turn 
given rise to a purchasing mania on 
the part of the public which should 
be halted. 

This opinion was vigorously as- 
sailed by other delegates who 
pointed out that the automobile has 
had a generally good effect on the 
public in placing at its command 
an instrumentality that has broad- 
ened its vision and made life more 
worth living. The automobile, said 
these delegates, is one of the prin- 
cipal factors that have contributed 
to the elevation of the standards 
of American living. It was pointed 
out that if demoralization has in 
fact taken place as a result of the 
public's undue zeal in taking ad- 
vantage of the installment system, 
the responsibility therefor is rather 
to be placed on the merchants and 
credit men themselves, whose busi- 
ness systems have not kept pace 
with the public's increased buying 
inclination. 

Human honesty and human pride 
came in for considerable discussion 
as elements having a bearing on the 
credit situation. A majority of the 
department-store group were in- 
clined to regard anywhere from 90 

98 per cent of the public as 
honest, though several added that 
not. every honest purchaser is good 
pay, suggesting that though the 
honest man always pays eventually, 
his deliberation. in that matter 
often leaves the seller without prof- 


it. 

‘The principle aim of these dis- 
cussions of the installment system 
is to endeavor’ to arrive at stand- 
ardization of methods of extending 
credit,” said Leopold L. Meyer of 
Houston, vice-president of the asso- 
clation, and general chairman of the 


group conferences. “The install- 
ment syst we Sgt. itself is a good 
thing and a large share 


in contributing to the 
this country. The difficulty is that 
there has been a tendency to abuse 
of the system. There is no un- 
formity in the methods of handling 
it employed * @iferent merchants.
